"RENMIN KIBAO' DISCUSSES 'DOUBLE-CONTRACT SYSTEM'

‘Academic trends report by Lu Shoujia [7627 0649 2403]: "How Will the Rural 

Areas Develop With ‘Double-Contract System’ Put Into Effect?"] 

[Text] At a national academic seminar on the agricultural production 
responsibility system held in Kunming in December 1981, some comrades dis- 
cussed the trend of development in the rural areas after the implementa- 
tion of fixing farm output quotas for each household and assigning each 
household full responsibility for task completion (to be called the 
“double-contract system" for short). 


Some comrades held that the trend of development of the "double-contract system" 
is contracting of work according to the specialized trades and linking 
remuneration to output. They held that the general trend of development of 

the rural economy is an advance toward division of labor, specialization 

and socialization. All forms of the production responsibility system will 
develop toward the direction of the system of contracting of work according 

to the specialized trades and linking remuneration to output. 


Based on the materials obtained from their investigations in the rural areas, 
some comrades made a sketch of the development of the rural areas after the 
implementation of the "double-contracts system.” 

After the implementation of the “double-contracts system," agricultural 
production has increased drastically. The passive state of relying on 
“resold grain" for food grain, depending on relief funds for people's daily 
life and relying on loans for production was quickly changed. In the course 
of development of agricultural production, about 30 to 40 percent of the 
peasants will become rich first, 40 to 50 percent of them will achieve 
conspicuous improvement, while 15 to 20 percent will still encounter diffi- 
culties in their daily life. Among the peasant households who will become 
rich first are primarily those households which have plenty of able manpower; 
second the craftsmen in the rural areas; third the able people who have 
technical specialties; fourth the cadres and workers in the local counties 











and villages; and fifth the commune and brigade cadres. Among the households 
with material difficulties, they are mainly those households which have 
little or weak manpower, or those of which the principal able-bodied person 
is ill, or those which do not know how to do business or formulate plans 

and do not have the technical specialties for farming. After the implementa- 
tion of the “double-contract system,” it is inevitable that the above- 
mentioued divisions will occur. This is because -n the course of a drastic 
increase in agricultural production, there will te differences in the extent 
and the time span involved for the different groups of peasants to become 
rich. This must no’. be mentioned in the same breath with the polarization 

on the basis of private ownership. Moreover, on the basis of the develop- 
ment of production, the collectives and the state can in fact adopt effective 
measures to assist those households with material difficulties to gradually 
improve themselves. 


With the implementation of the "“double-contract system,” *here would probebly 
also be a division in the occupations of the commune membirs. This kind of 
division may probably be divided into three stages: 1) There would be a 
contract of farmland for each household; and all peasant households would 

be small and complete production units mainly engaged in agriculture; 

2) With the gradual development of agriculture and the gradual solution of 
the problem of food grain, agricultural diversification woud prosperously 
develop and there would be a large number of peasant households engaging 

in other production. 3) With the further development of production, the 
basis of agriculture would become strong. When the income of those peasant 
households engaged in other production from their other production operations 
exceeds their income from agriculture, and when the social market can ensure 
the supply of their needs for food grain, nonstaple food and fodder, then 
those households would gradually develop themselves into specialized peasant 
households or households specialized in the development of animal husbandry, 
industrial and sideiine production, commerce and the service trades. 

With the implementation of the "double-contract system," the commune members 
would gradually integrate themselves together in various forms. This kind 
of integration is a voluntary integration on the basis of economic develop- 
ment. The development of the specialized households and specialized peasant 
households would lay a foundation for specialization in agriculture; and 
with specialization, it would *# necessary to have joint cooperation and 
socialization. In this way, the new enterprises of the collective economy 
will develo, into a new form of economic organization it. the Chinese 
countryside. 


With the improvement in labor productivity, more and more peasants would 

form themselves into various integrated economic bodies both horizontally 
and vertically with different business patterns. Wich the development of 
the division of labor and specialization, and on the basis of the existing 











economic integration, there would develop an even higher level of economic 
integration, which would include integrated agricultural, industrial and 
commercial bodies of various departments. 


The comrades present at the seminar also unanimously held that they need 
to continuously deepen their understanding of the question through 
practice by means of investigations and study.

"RENMIN RIBAO’ ON ENCOURAGING PIG-RAISING

[Commentator'’s article: "Encourage and Develop Pig-Raising"] 


{Text} Recently, sume provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions 
have successively made arrangements for the development of pig-raising. 
Including pig-raising in the state plans is very necessary. Pig-raising 
occupies a very important position in our national economy. The way 

the raising of pigs is handled plays an important role in guaranteeing 

the supply of pork on the market and satisfying agricultural needs for 
manure to increase production. Therefore, in developing pig-raising, we 
must follow the guideline of taking the planned economy as the main factor 
and regulation by market forces as a secondary one. Just as they do with 
grain production, the rural communes and teams and commune members should 
energetically raise pigs according to plan. Taking into account nacional 
and local needs, all areas should pass on pig-raising assignments and 
purchase quotas from level to level until they reach the production team 
and are carried out on a household basis. Contracts must also be concluded 
in order to ensure the fulfillment of given plans. 


As the development of pig-raising involves production arrangements at the 
commune and team levels and concerns the economic interests of commune 
members, market supplies and so forth, we must follow up actual plans 

with the introduction of various concrete measures to ensure their fulfill- 
ment. At present, the peasants in many areas feel it is difficult to raise 
pigs. Therefore, it is necessary to further carry out the policy of 
encouraging pig-raising. 


In the past 2 or 3 years, the development of agricultural production has 
been accompanied by relatively great progress in pig-raising. There has 
been a marked improvement in the supply of pigs on the market. A large 
number of areas have been able to provide regular supplies. Only a small 
number of areas have suffered from a relatively short supply. The problem 
now is that the development of output of live pigs fails to satisfy the 
ever-growing needs of consumers. For some time, certain areas neglected 
Lie business of raising pigs. Some people even thought that "if the 











leadership leaves it alone, the peasants will take “p pig-raising just the 
same.” New problems that appeared were not studied and sol..d in time. 
Thus the number of Live pigs in the relevant areas dropped. The number 

of sows fell and there were not enough piglets to meet the demand. As 
things went on this way, the regular development of pig-reising definitely 
suffered. The reason why such a situation has appeared is that some 

areas have not been steady in carrying out the policy of encouraging 
pig-raising. Some production teams have reduced the amount of fodder grain 
produced and the amount of land used for growing fodder. They have reduced 
and even cut out bonuses for plump pigs, or they have failed to make 
concrete arrangements for the award of bonuses to those pig-raising peasant 
households that observe the “doubl®€-contract" responsibility system. 
Individual areas have also been less than serious in carrying out the 
state's policy of encouraging pig-raising. All this has added to the 
difficulties encountered by peasants in pig-raising. Their income has 
dropped. This has dampened their enthusiasm for pig-raising. 


The main aim of thoroughly carrying out the policy of encouraging pig-raising 
is to assure peasants of enough profits. They should be enabled to gain 
benefits of at least what they could secure in raising pigs in the past. 
Various areas must proceed from actual conditions and carry out the policy 

of encouraging pig-raising in a concrete manner. They must provide a 
reliable guarantee for the supply of fodder grain in particular. 


According to letters from certain areas, some communes and teams at present 
have arbitrarily altered such incentive measures as granting special grain 
allowances for the sales of excess pigs, awarding workpoints (or paying 

the equivalent in cash) and so forth. Some communes and teams have aiso 
reduced the amount of fodder grain produced and the amount of land used 

for growing fodder. This has greatly hampered the development of pig-raising. 
This situation must be changed, so that what the policy calls for is upheld. 
For those teams bound by the “double-contract" responsibility system, we 
must formulate new measures geared to new conditions. We can link fodder 
grain or fodder land with che sales of live pigs on a household basis. We 
can also let the production team make unified arrangements for the reserva- 
tion of an amount of grain for p.g-raising households in light of live pig 
nurchase quotas allotted. We can also allow pig-raising households to sell 
less grain under a given quota by way of compensating for fodder grain not 
allotted to them, Only with a guaranteed supply of fodder grain can the 
peasants raise more pigs. 


In developing pig-raising, we must have an adequate supply of piglets. 

We must attach importance to the breeding of sows and boars. Due to an 
inadequate supply of piglets, the peasants in some areas have to spend 
almost half the price of a grown, plump, ready-for-sale pig in order to 

buy a piglet. This has dampened the commune members’ enthusiasm for raising 
pigs. Communes and teams must run the existing collective pig farms well 
and at the same time organize specialized pig-rvising households to 
energetically breed piglets, improve the teciin'jves of breeding sows and 
raise the propagation rate and the survival rate of piglets. We must 














strengthen market control, increase opportunities for circulation, properly 
arrange for the distribution of piglets over different areas to meet each 
other's needs, and stabilize the price of piglets. Without authorization 
by the department concerned, the butchering of sows must be banned. 


The problem of "difficulty in selling pigs" is not so conspicuous at 
present. But there are seasonal conflicts in regard to production, sale 
and storage. The peak period for marketing pigs between June and August 
every year happens to coincide with the seasonai drop in sales. Given an 
increased pig output and lack of proper arrangements, the problem of 
"difficulty in selling pigs" would still arise. The agricultural and 
commercial departments should learn from previous lessons and nake early 
preparations. In regard to production arrangements, they should properly 
set schedules for pigs to be sent to market and achieve a balanced supply 
of live pigs on the market. When it is time for pigs to be sent to market, 
the commercial departments must organize more marketing outlets and seek 
a proper balance in supplies in different areas and in different seasons. 
Where conditions permit, they must also set up more cold storages and do 
a good job of storing and processing live pigs that are sent to market 
during the busy season. We must encourage commercial departments to 
establish live pig purchase contracts with production teams or commune 
members, leaving the peasants free from worries about the problem of 
"difficulty in selling pigs." 


With the continuous development of agriculture, most of the peasants have 
much grain and money at their disposal. Their enthusiasm for pig-raisirg 
has also increased. Objective conditions favor the development of pig- 
raising. So long as leadership at all levels in the countryside is 
strengthened and the stipulated policy is upheld, it is entirely possible 
to achieve further growth in the raising of live pigs this year under the 
guidance of state plans.

[Excerpts] The Anhui Provincial People's Government recently held a 
provincewide meeting in Laian County on helping poor peasants. The purpose

work of assisting poor peasants. Attending the meeting were more than 

70 responsible persons from various prefectures and municipalities and some 
counties. Vice governor Meng Fulin attended and spoke at the meeting. 


During the session of the meeting, the participants conscientiously listened 
to a report by a responsible persons of the Laian County CCP committee on 

the county's experience and visited a number of families in (Xinghe), 

(Xiwu) and (Shengshan) communes, which have become rich from poor as a result 
of the assistance they have received. 


After serious discussion and study, the meeting adopted a plan for assisting 
poor peasant families in the province. The plan calls on various localities 
to take effective measures and further promote the work of assisting poor 
peasant families in Anhui's rural areas. It says that starting from 1983,

The plan calls on the poor peasant families to heighten their spirit, enhance 
their confidence, overcome difficulties through self-reliance and get rid 

of poverty. It also calls for helping the poor peasant families make plans 
for changing their financial situation and vigorously helping them develop 
production, increase income and fundamentally change their state of poverty. 


The plan calls for vigorously helping the poor peasant families develop a 
diversified farming operation and promote family sideline occupations, 
including planting of cash crops and weaving handicraft items. 


It also calls on departments concerned to support and help the poor peasant 
families financially and organize the poor peasants to help each other.

peasant families, it is necessary to effectively strengthen leadership 
like the Laian County CCP Committee and the Laian County people's 
government have done, and establish and perfect organization for the 
work and develop their role.

NEW STORAGE FACILITIES--Hefei, 26 Mar (XINHUA)--New grain storage facilities 
with a capacity of 387,000 tons and tanks for edible oil with a capacity cf 
49,500 tons will be completed this year in Anhui Province, according to 
provincial officials. Farm production in Anhui has developed rapidly in the 
last few years with implementation of the new production responsibility system 
which takes into consideration the initiative of the peasants. Although the 
province has suffered from drought and floods to varying degrees over the 
past 3 years, output of grain and other crops has gone up steadily. Anhui's 
grain output last year was 17.85 million tons, an increase of 22.9 percent 
over 1980. The output of oil-bearing crops reached 971,000 tons, a 95 
percent gain over 1980. Four point one two million tons of grain were 
stored last year, a record amount, and approximately 1.12 million tons more 
than 1978. Many peasant households also have grain reserves. Ir some cases 
they are enough to feed the whole family for a year.

BUMPER CROP OF LATE RICE IN FUJIAN PROVINCE REPORTED 
Fuzhou FUJIAN RIBAO in Chinese 1 Noy 81 p 1 


[Article: "Heartening Reports Keep Pouring In Since the Beginning of 
Harwesting of Double Crop Late Rice in Fujian Province"] 


[Text] Comrades in the office of the Provincial Department of Agriculture 
have told the correspondent that beginning in mid-November, one after 
another of the province's prefectures began harvest of the double crop 
late rice. For days on end the office's telephone did not stop ringing 
as oue after another heartening report of a bumper harvest arrived. 





This year Fujian Province's doublt crop late rice growing area amounted to 
more than 10.19 million mu. Reports from all prefectures show a 
harvest from almost 400,000 mu of double crop late rice in the province, 
yields per unit of area averaging 30 jin more than for the same reporting 
period last year. In Jianyang Prefecture, where damage from disasters 
was fairly heavy for the early crop, almost 300,000 mu has already been 
harvested and paddy yields per unit of area amount to 736 jin, a 75 jin 
increase over the same period last year. Every country in the prefecture 
has had an increase in yields, Jiangle County in Sanming Prefecture has 
harvested more than 10,000 mu of its double crop late rice for paddy 
yields averaging 117 {in more per mu than for the same period last year. 
Anren Commune located in the northern part of the county has harvested 
more than 100 mu for yields of more than 950 jin per mu, an almost 400 
jin increase over the same period last year, making it the commune in 
the county with the greatest increase in yields, The double crop late 
rice in Liancheng, Shanghang, Wuping, and Changding counties in Longyan 
Prefecture produced increased yields. In Loungqi Prefecture, whica 
sustained serious damage from a 16 force typhoon, following the calamity 
cadres and commune members quickly set about rescuing output, washing off 
and straightening up seedlings of the late rice crop on more than 500,000 
mu that had been flooded, clearing away silt from more than 400,000 mu, 
an! working and fertilizing more than 200,000 mu. All the paddy fields 
that had been innundated were sprayed with pesticides to prevent bacterial 
blight, and now the situation is very good.

STRICT PRICE STABILIZATION MEASURES ADOPTED 
Fuzhou FUJIAN RIBAO in Chinese 30 Dec 81 p 1 


[Article: "Adoption of Stringent Measures to Stabilize Prices is Call 
From Provincial Governor, Ma Xingyuan [7456 5281 0337], at Conference of 
Specialists and Mayors. 1. All Around Price Freeze Beginning 1 January; 
2. Organization of Large Scale Investigation of Prices and Diligent 
Reorganization of Markets; 3. Urgent Attention to Production and 
Procurement Work; 4. Provision for Market Supply Around the Time of 

the Lunar New Year"] 


[Text] Yesterday afternoon at a conference of specialists and mayors, 
the provincial governor, Ma Xingyuan, proposed four strict measures 
requiring all jurisdictions to determinedly stabilize prices. 


Ma Xingyuan said prices are currently the main topic of discussion by 

the masses, Ever since prices for tobacco and spirits were raised, all 
sorts of rumors have circulated in society about prices of goods. Some 
business units that lack regard for the overall situation, and a small 
number of unscrupulous pedlars took the opportunity to raise prices, to 
jack up negotiated prices, or even to buy up goods for hoarding, creating 
shortages, The broad masses of people are generally worried about 
prices, and government at all levels has responsibility for taking 
Strict measures to stabilize prices. 


First, beginning on 1 January, all prices will be frozen. All levels of 
government and industry, agriculture, commerce, and price and market 
control units will comply as a matter of discipline. All commodity 
prices that are administered by the province cannot be changed on 
authority of prefectures or departments, nor may disguised forms of 
price rises be made under any pretext. Commodity prices administered 
by prefectures (or municipalities) and provinces will be frozen first, 
administrative details being taken care of later, Prices in country 
fair markets may be permitted to fluctuate within certain limits; 
however, supervision and inspection of markets is to be intensified 

so that unscrupulous small retailers will not try to jack up prices 

or monopolize markets, 
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Second is orgamization of a large scale inspection of prices and diligent 
reorganization of markets. All jurisdictiuns are to treat large scale 
inspection and reorgenization of markets as a major matter. Leadership 
comrades are to take personal charge and concentrate certain forces for 
the job. ‘They are to build up a great momentum to create a powerful 
public opinion for stable prices and attacks on speculators and profiteers,. 
Price inspections must stress major points, emphasis being layed on grain, 
meat, poultry and eggs, aquatic products, vegetables, and industrial 
goods in great demand. In market reorganization, the internal and the 
external are to be combined, State commercial units are to strictly 
enforce regulations and state price policies, bring wholesale links into 
line, straighten out the work style of businesses, and improve quality 

of service in collaboration between the internal and the external. Those 
who steal or illegally buy up national commodities are to be resolutely 
and thoroughly investigated and severely deait with. In reorganization 
of country fair trade, emphasis should go to attacks on those who 
illegally buy up or panic purchase goods, those who hoard goods, those 
who jack up prices, and speculators and profiteers who deal highhandedly 
and dominate the market. Sales by peasants of their own produce and 
legitimate business done by small retailers and pedlars holding business 
permits are to be protected. Collecting and distributing centers for 
agricultural byproducts and aquatic products require organization of 
forces and intensification of on-site control to assure regular state 
procurement, Non-business units and unscrupulous retailers are strictly 
forbiddea to engage in illegal preclusive buying, or acting as a middleman 
in buying and selling. In order to do a good job of market control, 
industrial and commercial units in all jurisdictions are to set 
responsibilities, and intensify indoctrination in policies. The ranks 

of market control personnel should be filled and reorganized, and a small 
minority whoes conduct is seriously impure, those who take bribes, those 
who violate the Law when they are supposed to enforce it, and those who 
blackmail] and extort should be resolutely purged. 


Third is strict attention to production and procurement work to do a good 
job in market supply. The basic way to keep prices level still lies in 
development of production and in food organization of supply. Right now 
emphasis should go to solution of problems in production and supply of 
vegetables and meat. 


Cities should make a major effort to supply vegetables using every manner 
of means to find solution to this problem. Suburban areas have to grow 
vegetables, but those who grow them other than in accordance with plans, 
or sell vegetables other than in accordance with contracts, should be 
subjected to indoctrination through criticism. Those who leave 
vegetable fields uncultivated or give up farming to go into business 
should be dealt with not only by Linking their grain ration to the growing 
of vegetables, but also, when necessary, supplies to them of coal or 
industrial goods should be linked to whether or not they grow vegetables, 
and they should be subject to administrative measures required. Commercial 
units should do a good job of vegetable procurement, transportation, and 
storage, make sure that the peasants who grow vegetables benefit, set 

fair prices, and not arbitrarily raise grades and rasie prices or lower 
grades and lower prices. 
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Continued attention should be given procurement and transport of grain to 
make sure that this year's requisition grain procurement quotas are fulfilled. 
Places having bumper harvests shoudl mobilize the masses to sell more grain 
to the state at higher prices or at negotiated prices. Counties and 
communes that have already fulfilled quotas should supervise and urge 
those communes, brigades, and househoids that have not yet fulfilled 

quotas to give urgent attention to fulfiilment. For those who have not 
fulfilled quotas for no valid reason, administrative intervention and 
economic measures are to be imposed. Matters may not be allowed to 

slide, For those few places that have sustained serious calamities as 

a result of which they are unable to fulfill requisition procurement 
quotas, examination should be made and approval given to reduce or exempt 
them from quotas. Marketing of grain should be strictly controlled. 

Next year a system of sole responsibility for shortages in procurement, 
marketing, or transportation will be set up, so there will be no further 
opening of loopholes. Urgent attention is to be given the work of 
transporting grain, and units concerned should give vigorous support. 


Urgent attention to procurement and trensportation of live hogs, and 
vigorous development of hog raising. For many years we have had to 

depend on other provinces for the pork we eat. Now, in addition to 
continuing to organize sources of supply in other provinces so as to 
increase the amount brought in insofar as possible, we should base 
ourselves on efforts within the province for vigorous development of hog 
production. Aside from cities such as f¢uzhou, Xiamen, Zhangzhou Chuanzhou, 
Nanping, Sanming, Longyan, and counties in which industrial and mining 
enterprises are concentrated, all counties that depended this year on 
pork brought in from elsewhere will have to make efforts next year to 
bring in less or bring in none, becoming self-sufficient in pork. The 
province has already made regulations, which should be rapidly carried 
out, on land for use in raising livestock feed, on livestock grain, on 
supply of live hogs, and on live bog procurement quotas. Increase in 
supply of aquatic products is an important way to solve the meat supply 
problem, Fujian Province is on the sea, and potential for fishing 
industry production is very great. Right now in-shore catches are limited 
by resources, and difficulties exist as well in technology and equipment 
for open sea catches. During the next several years it will be necessary 
to vigorously develop the breeding industry, so that “catching and breeding 
proceed together,” taking in hand improvement in aquatic products 
production, Right now special efforts should be made in winter fishing 
season production and procurement work. In short, so long as production 
moves ahead and the state has a lot to work with, we have the initiative 
in stabilizing prices. 


Fourth is providing for market supply in the period around the lunar new year. 
The holiday supply should be somewhat better than it usually is, but account 
has to be taken of all considerations, and extravagance and waste guarded 
against. Insofar as possible, more industrial goods should be provided for 
the countryside, using exchange to promote development of agricultural 
byproducts by the peasants, and a withdrawa’ of currency from circulation. 
Planning that takes all factors into consideration should be done for holiday 
and post-holiday, busy season and slack season supply to cities of meat, 
poultry, and eggs, and of vegetables.

CROP RESCUES ATTRIBUTED TO CADRE, COMMUNE MEMBER RESPONSIBILITY SYSTEMS 
Fuzhou FUJIAN RIBAO in Chinese 7 Jan 81 p 1 


[Article from Longqi Correspondents Center: “All Around Increases in 
Output in Longqi Prefecture in a Year of Disasters. Cadres and Masses 
Work Hard After Institution of Twe System of Responsibility."] 


[Text] Despite last year's numerous onslaughts of disaster in Lonqi 
Prefecture, ell around increases in output and earnings were scored, 
thanks to institution cf a system of responsibility for agricultural 
production and a system of personal responsibility for rural cadres, 
which aroused enthusiasm for production and for combat against disasters 
on the part of the broad masses of commune members and cadres. 


Last year Longqi Prefecture had a fairly large number of natural disasters. 
To one degree or another, the 10 counties (and municipalities) in the 
prefecture suffered damage from disasters. Wind and flooding disasters 
were severe, and the area sown to grain had to be adjusted downward by 
more than 200,000 mu. Despite this situation, the prefecture's total 
output of grain was still 10 million jin greater than it had been during 
the great bumper harvest year of 1980. Yields per unit of area rose an 
average of 40 jin, and both total output and yields per unit of area 
created all-time high records. Fairly great increases in yields were 
also scored for major economic crops as well, output of peanuts, rapeseeds, 
fruits, flue-cured tobacco, tea, jute, and sugarcane increasing by 50 to 
80 percent or more. In livestock raising and forestry too, increases 

over 1980 occurred. Gross income from commune operated enterprises grew 
by more than 11 percent. Commune member earnings from the collective 
averaged 119 yuan, a more than 30 percent increase over 1980. In nine 

of the 10 counties (or municipalities) in the prefecture, that portion of 
income derived from the collective averaged more than 100 yuan per commune 
member, One production brigade had 16 people whose incomes averaged 

more than 300 yuan, and there were also a group of “outstanding households" 
that had incomes of 10,000 yuan, for an average of more than 1,000 yuan 
per member of each household. Grain storage quotas for the prefecture 
have been overfulfilled. State procurement of peanuts overfulfilled plan 
by more than 100 percent, and production of other agricultural byproducts 
such as fruit, tea, flue-cured tobacco, and jute greatly overfulfilled 
procurement plans. 











The fundamental reason why Longgi Prefecture was able co win all around 
increases in output and earnings in a year of disasters was implementation 
by the Longqi Prefecture CCP Committee and the CCP committees of individual 
counties of the party's rural policies and implementation of various forms 
of a system of responsibility for agricultural production. Following 
disasters, in particular, the huge power of various forms of a system of 
responsibility were more greatly demonstrated. After a disaster caused by 
torrential rains in late September, several hundred thousand mu of late 
rice and other farm crops in the prefecture were drowned by flood waters, 
Without waiting for the flood waters to recede, the broad masses of 
commune members waded into the water on their “responsibility fields" and 
“contracted land" to wash off and straighten up the seedlings, As flood 
waters receded, they followed them washing and straightening, so by the 
time the flood waters had fully receded, all the rice seedlinge had been 
cleaned, Next, they promptly started to work in the fields and put down 
fertilizer to prevent disease and insect pest damage, thereby turning a 
severe catastrophy into a light catastrophe in some places and a light 
catastrophe into no catastrophe in others, reducing disaster damage to 
the lowest minimum. In Nanjing County, which was hardest hit, original 
plans called from a reduction by more than 15 million jin from the 
previous year of the county's 1981 grain output; however, through hard 
work it was finally reduced by only 5 million jin, Meanwhile commune 
member net income from the collective averaged a 14 yuan increase over 
1980. Last year the entire prefecture promoted a system of personal 
responsibility for rural cadres, linking responsibility for increased 
output and increased earnings directly to cadres personally. This gave 
impetus to a change in cadre work styles, and powerfully promoted 
development of agricultural production and the carrying out in rural 
villages of all kinds of work, In the face of serious disasters, in 
particular, from leadership organs in the prefecture and counties 

to commune and brigade cadres, both high and low banded together in a 
spirit of struggle to combat disaster and revive production. Numerous 
counties and communes moved CCP committees to the very front lines of 
combat against disaster. In summarizing experiences in this year's 
bumper harvests, commune members in numerous counties said, "By taking 

a grip on the two systems of responsibility, a fine situation in rural 
villages was squeezed forth."

FENG JLXIN URGES DIVERSIFIED ECONOMIC BASES

[Text] According to GANSU RIBAO, since over half of the counties and communes 
in Qingyang Prefecture have built bases for producing diversified economic 
commodities, Feng Jixin, acting first secretary of the Gansu Provincial CCP 
Committee, has pointed out that devising plans in line with local conditions 
to build commodity bases and develop production of popular products with broad 
support is a good way to speed up the development of a diversified economy 
with less capital but good economic results. 


Oingyang Prefecture began to build bases to produce diversified economic 
commodities at the end of 1979.

The prefecture has also made arrangements for a variety of 
these products in line with the natural resources of all localities and 
organized agricultural, forest, financial and trade departments to help 
communes and counties build production bases and support them in the fiscal 
and technological fields and the linking of production, supply and maiketing, 
thus changing the past situation when the variety of diversified economic 
items was too simple, sources were scattered and economic results were poor. 


In line with local conditions and natural resources, various counties and 
communes have selected one to two or three to four varieties of farm and 
isdeline products. Meanwhile, emphasis has been placed on households 
specializing in a diversified economy. In spite of serious natural 
calamities in 1981, among 143 commumes in the prefecture's 7 counties, 85 
communes in 5 counties built 154 diversified economic commodities bases and 
provided to the state tens of millions of yuan of farm and sideline products.

Altogether some 2,000 samples of wild 
rices have been collected. The invaluable information collected has now been 
submitted to scientific research institutes.

LAND USE REGULATIONS--The Guangdong Provincial People's Government has 
promulgated new regulations governing private use of land designated for 
residential housing in towns and cities.

The regulations reiterate the ban on any trading, renting or transfer 
of such land under the penalty of confiscation of the proceeds thereby gained 
and revocation of the rights of use. Any construction on such land should 

be carried out under the overall planning of the town or city authorities. 
Construction must not begin until construction projects have been examined 
and approved by the relevant department in accordance with the prescribed 
procedures. Otherwise the construction is illegal. Those who have the right 
to use the land should willingly hand over the use of the land when the state 
wants to take it over. The state will reimburse them for their houses, 
enclosure, wells, plants and other immovable property on the land.

FISH BREEDING--According to the most recent statistics, Guangdong's 

fisheries produced a total of more than 230,000 tons of freshwater fish

Foshan District, which accounts for over 60 per- 
cent of the province's production of freshwater fish, increased freshwater 
fish output by 13.8 percent. Of the 21 communes in the district which

AGRICULTURAL PURCHASE POLICY-—-The Guangxi Regional People's Government has 
recently issued a circular on the need to fix base figures for the assigned 
purchase of agricultural and sideline products, The circular emphasizes 

the overriding importance of maintaining a planned economy in which market 
forces help to regulate the flow of goods. Purchasing base figures should 
be fixed for agricultural and sideline products whenever possible. In cases 
where it is inconvenient to set overall base figures, the proportion of 
sideline products that may be retained should be clearly established. The 
base figures assigned to each area represent purchasing assignments that must 
be completed by each county. Each county must be responsible for fixing 
appropriate base figures for each production brigade and household. Once 
established these base figures should remain fixed for 3 years. Products 
left over once the base figure or purchase quota have been met may either be 


sold to the state or sold on the market by the producer himself. The circular 


emphasizes, however, that only when responsible units have decided not to 
purchase left over sideline products may other units make such purchases. 
And only when purchasing assignments have been met may producers take it upon 
themselves to sell sideline products. The circular also encourages the use 
of contracts to fix purchasing assignments.

SOIL SURVEY--Guiyang, 31 Jan (XINHUA)--Soil specialists in China's southern 
province of Guizhou achieved 4.5 tons of rice per hectare on 23 hectares of 
experimental paddy fields in Kaili County last year, triple that of neigh- 
boring fields, according to provincial authorities. The experiment was done 
after the specialists found, during a province-wide survey, that the local 
soil was deficient in phosphorus and sulphur. This county has 670 hectares 
of such fields. The topsoil in 35 commumes in Duyun County was found lacking 
in boron and molybdenum. The local peasants added the two elements and got 
rapeseed harvests last year ranging from 2.5 tons to 3 tons, as much as 

1.5 tons higher than usual. The specialists found that 70 percent of the 
farmland in 31 counties was phosphorus deficient. Appropriate fertilizer is 
rectifying the need. Surveys have been completed on 5.8 million hectares, 
32 percent of the total.

STATION COMMENTARY ON VEGETABLE PLANTING 
SK190907 Harbin Heilongjiang Provincial Service in Mandarin 1100 GMT 18 Mar 82 


[Station commentary: “Make Great Efforts to Raise the Standard of Vegetable 
Production and Supply” ] 


[Excerpts] There are about 5 million mu under cultivation in the outskirts 
of our province's 12 municipalities, of which 1 million mu are planted with 
vegetables. Our province's per capita vegetable area is more than any other 
province. However, we have failed in the work of supplying vegetables to 
urban residents. The vegetables supplied to urban areas are inadequate in 
quantity, incomplete in variety, poor in quality and their price is unstable. 
In some places, peasants have not yet changed the passive concept of resigning 
vegetable harvest to heaven and living on vegetables bought from other places. 
Peasants in some counties even eat vegetables which they bought from urban 
areas. These are all abnormal things. 





The reason why our province has failed to solve the problem of supplying 
vegetables to urbanites is that the suburbs have not successfully implemented 
the principle of putting emphasis on vegetable planting while developing the 
production of other foodstuffs. Meanwhile, the idea of liberalization exists 
in some areas, and the people there are reluctant to obey the unified state 
plan. 


Our province's per-unit vegetable yield is relatively low because of a low 
standard of scientific technology. However, it is a proven fact that so 
long as we work hard, we will have great potential to increase the production 
of vegetables. In order to guarantee a good supply of vegetables to urbanites, 
the suburban areas should firmly implement the principle of putting emphasis 
on vegetable planting while developing the production of other foodstuffs 
and conscientiously obey the state plans. Vegetable planting teams must 
devote enough labor on vegetable planting. Only when they en re fulfill- 
ment of the vegetable planting task can they engage in industrial and side- 
line production. Communes and brigades in suburban areas should spend a 
large part of profits gained from industrial and sideline production on 
building vegetable farms. 


Another serious problem at present is that the acreage under vegetable 
cultivation has decreased year after year and many vegetable growing farms 
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have been occupied by capital construction projects. If we fail to control 
this situation, there will undoubtedly be serious consequences. 


To encourage peasants to plant more vegetables, we should uphold the 
principle of linking grain with vegetables. That is, whoever deiivers more 
vegetables to the state will be supplied with more grain, those who deliver 
fewer vegetables will be supplied with less grain and those who refuse to 
deliver vegetables to the state will not be supplied with grain at parity 
but only at negotiated prices.

[Text] HEILONGJIANG RIBAO 18 March frontpages a report on the provincial work 
conference on hog and fish production and marketing held by the provincial

The article notes: In solving problems of foodstuff production and supply, 
it is necessary to take into consideration the needs of the 32 million people 
in the province, make all-round arrangements and pay due attention to both 
urban and rural areas, with stress on big and medium-sized cities and on 
various industrial, mining, forest and oil-producing areas. This is a basic 
guiding ideology and an overall plan for foodstuff production and supply. 


The article points out: To achieve success in foodstuff production and 
supply, it is necessary to uphold the principle of taking the planned economy 
as the dominant factor with market mechanisms as a supplement. The suburbs 
must plant vegetables in accordance with state plans. We must fix quotas 

for pig-breeding and assign pig procurement tasks. All assigned procurement 
tasks for poultry, eggs and fish must be fulfilled. Supplying foodstuffs 

to urban areas is an honorable obligation of rural commune members. No 
locality is allowed to hold up the fulfillment of these assigned procurement 
tasks on the excuse of retaining more foodstuffs for their own consumption or 
marketing foodstuffs privately. 


The article notes: Doing a good job in commercial management and upholding 
the system of signing contracts between production and marketing will favor- 
ably affect the development of foodstuff production. Comrades at commercial 
managerial departments at all levels should strengthen the three great view- 
points [political viewpoint, production viewpoint and mass viewpoint], over- 
come the bureaucratic style of work and strive to implement policies, do 
business in a civilized manner, render good service and market commodities 
at rational prices. Those who arbitrarily seek personal gain and downgrade 
and lower the prices of commodities should be conscientiously investigated 
and strictly controlled and set straight.

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COTTON, TOBACCO PRODUCTION--Henan Province held a conference on cotton and 
tobacco production on 2 March in Zhengzhou. The conference stressed that the 
development of cotton and tobacco production must be submitted to the national 
plan. Since the third plenary session, industrial crops and the diversified 
economy have been promoted in the province's rural areas. As a result, the 
situation of agricultural production has improved. However, leaders at all 
levels must attach importance to the growing areas of cotton and cigarettes. 
The conference emphatically pointed out that we must uphold the policy of 
giving priority to planned economy and we must bear the overall situation in 
mind. The conference explicitly pointed out that we must raise the output 
per yield and the total output of cotton this year. It was proposed that the 
growing area of cotton should amount to 11 million mu and the total output

RURAL ENTERPRISES--Enterprises rum by communes and production brigades have 
scored successes in our province as a result of readjustment of the national 
economy.

FISHERIES DEVELOP--Much development has taken place in Hubei's fisheries. 
Since 1979, the average fresh fish output has increased by 30 million catties 
annually. Last year, Hubei’s total fresh fish output reached 300 million 
catties. This was the highest ever output in a normal year. The volume of 
fresh fish sold last year as commodities amounted to 150 million catties. 

The reason why fisheries in Hubei have been able to develop in the last few 
years is the implementation of the party's policy for fisheries. State and 
collectives fisheries have been <« veloped with great efforts and household 
fish-breeding has also been energetically developed. At present over 400,000 
peasant households are breeding their own fish. Their output has reached 

14 million catties. Over 50 percent of ponds and lakes behind dams in rural 
areas were subject to fish-breeding contracts. Eighty percent of the state 
and collective farms have practiced various forms of economic responsibility 
system. Another reason why fisheries have developed relatively quickly in 
Hubei is that importance has been attached to publicizing scientific ways of 
fishing. Over 10,000 fishery workers, fishermen, technicians and administra-

COTTON PRODUCTION MEETING--The provincial meeting on cotton production which 
was held by the Hubei Provincial People's Government concluded in Wuchang this 
morning. The meeting demanded that all places further carry out their plans 
for growing cotton and do everything possible to reap a bumper cotton harvest 
this year. Huang Zhizhen, secretary of the provincial CCP Committee, attended 
and gave a report. The meeting pointed out that over the past 2 years, the 
province's output of cotton has been lower than normal. It has been mainly 
affected by natural disasters and also by problems arising in the implementa- 
tion of policies and work.

"HUNAN RIBAO' DEPLORES FELLING OF ROADSIDE TREES 
HK200645 Changsha Hunan Provincial Service in Mandarin 2310 GMT 19 Mar 82 


[Text] The 20 March HUNAN RIBAO frontpages a letter from (Li Zigen) and 
(LU Senlin) of the provincial road management bureau, appealing for curbs 
on indiscriminate felling of roadside trees. The letter says: According 
to investigations by the highways departments in the prefectures and 
counties, over 3.1 million trees along main and side roads in the province 
have been illegally felled and removed since 1979, Over 2 million of these 
trees had already matured. These trees could yield nearly 200,000 cubic 
meters of timber. Calculated by current prices, this lost timber would 

be worth 26 million yuan. The length of road with roadside trees has been 
reduced by 72.9 percent. What must be pointed out is that this indiscriminate 
felling and destruction of roadside trees is actually on the increase in 
some places. 


The main reasons for the indiscriminate felling and destruction of roadside 
trees are: 1) certain commune and brigade grassroots cadres and certain 
peasants, without a care for the state and in violation of law and 
discipline, cut down trees in a big way under the pretext of “enlivening 
the economy" and "getting rich"; 2) the leading departments concerned fail 
to enforce the law and do nothing effective about the matter. 


In order to turn the roadsides green, we hope that proteccing and looking 
after roadside greenery will be regarded as a component part of turning 
the motherland green, and that extensive propaganda will be carried out. 
We demand that the communes and brigades along the roads step up education 
for grassroots cadres and peasants. They must regard protecting roadside 
trees as a content of the rules and pacts they make. People who indis- 
criminately fell roadside trees must be dealt with severely. They must 
not be allowed to gain profit. Those involved in serious cases must be 
punished according to law. People who gain merit in protecting roadside 
greenery should be rewarded.

PEASANT INCOMES INCREASE--It is estimated that in 1981, the income of every 
commune member derived from distribution by the collective can reach 102.5 
yuan.

actually granted was set. This year, agricultural banks and credic coopera- 
tives in Hunan have paid close attention to economic results and used money 
where it is needed most. While fully ensuring funds for grain proruction, 
they have increased, by a big margin, loans to be granted to diversified 
economy enterprises and commune members’ household sideline production. 

They have also given priority to granting loans to significant commodities 
production areas.

BUMPER HARVEST--Despite serious natural disasters, Hunan Province reaped an 
overall bumper agricultural harvest in 1981.

With the fixed prices in 1970 as a basis for calculation, there was an 
increase of 4 percent as compared with 1980; and an increase of 9.1 percent 
as compared with 1978.

BUMPER HARVEST ATTRIBUTED TO RURAL REFORMS PLUS GOOD WEATHER

[Article: "Jiangsu Province Has Bumper Harvest This Year; Conscientious 
Implementation of Readjustment Program Stimulates Enthusiasm For Best 
Efforts in Agriculture" ] 


[Text] Rural cadres at all levels and the broad masses of commune members 
have conscientiously implemented readjustment programs in Jiangsu Province 
this year, aroused enthusiasm for making best efforts in agriculture, and 
have triumphed over natural disasters of various kinds including drought, 
hailstones, typhoons, low temperatures, and protracted overcast and rainy 
weather to win a bumper harvest. The province's grain output for the year 
totaled more than 450 billion jin, a slight increase over last year and the 
second highest annual output since Liberation. Total output of ginned cotton 
broke 10 million dan, a 20 percent increase over last year. Output of oil- 
bearing crops totaled more than 10.9 million dan, a 67.9 percent increase 
over last year. Silkworm cocoon output reached new levels to cap 2 consecu- 
tive record years with a total output that broke 800,000 dan, a 4.9 per- 
cent increase over last year. Output of tea totaled 1.223 billion dan, a 

15 percent increase over last year. Fruit output totaled 4.5 million dan, a 
9 percent increase over last year. Flue-cured tobacco procurement was almost 


160,000 dan, an almost two-fold increase over last year. The production situa- 


tion for hemps and sugar crops was fairly good. Production of rabbits, 
poultry, and bees increased by from 10 to 30 percent respectively. Despite 
decline since last year in large livestock animals such as hogs, sheep and 
goats, and cattle, the total output value of livestock increased by more than 
two percent over last year. The area of continuously afforested tracts over- 
fulfilled plan, and the survival rate was also higher than in previous years. 
It is also estimated at aquatic products output will increase by 15 percent 
over last year. 


One outstanding characteristic of agricultural production in Jiaagsu Province 
this year was the rather all-around humper nature of farming, forestry, live- 
stock raising, sideline occupations, and fisheries, and the rather coordinated 
development, which provides experienceesfor future comprehensive readjustment 
and overall restructuring of agricultvre. Fairly great changes have taken 
place in the circumstances of povert’ stricken places that have had low out- 
puts over a long period of time, ~ .d this has been another characteristic of 











agriculture in Jiangsu Province this year. In the area north of the Huai, 
notably in Huaiyin Prefecture, this year each and every county has had in- 
creases in output, and bumper harvests in each and every season among each and 
every kind of crop. Total output of major economic crops such as grain, 
cotton, oil-bearing plants, silkworm cocoons, fruits, flue-cured tobacco, and 
sugarbeets reached all-time highs, In Xuzhou Prefecture, and in the three 
counties of Binhai, Funing, and Xiangshui in the northern part of Yancheng 
Prefecture, advances were rather fast. A large wmber of “triple dependency 
brigades” who had for a long time had depended on the state for supply of 
grain, depended on relief for needed funds, and depended on loans to engage in 
production, turned over a new leaf in one degree or another. Yet another 
characteristic of agricultural production in Jiangsu Prgvince this year was 
improvement in economic benefits. It is estimated that in a situation of all- 
around increases in output, the province's expenditures for production 
declined by 2.6 percent from last year. As a result of increases in output 
and decreases in expenditures, net income available for distribution increased 
18.6 percent. Simultaneous with growth of collective production and a rise 

in the level of distribution has been very great development of commune member 
household sideline occupations. It is estimated that average per capita 
earnings from commune member household sideline occupations will increase by 
more than 10 yuan over last year. 


The main reasons for the bumper nature of the province's agriculture this year 
were diligent implementation by all echelons of CCP committees and government 
of a series of programs and policies that followed the Third Plenary Session 
[fof the llth Party Central Committee], notably the adaptation of general 
methods to local situations, further strengthening and perfection of various 
forms of a system of responsibility for production, and implementation in 
numerous areas of a system of personal cadre responsibility, which aroused the 
enthusiasm of the broad masses of cadres and people to combat disasters to 

win bumper harvests. In addition, all jurisdictions pursued a program of 
readjustment for steady and equitable adjustments in crop patterns. While 
striving to increase yields per unit of area to insure stable growth of grain 
output, they have appropriately reduced the area sown to grain and the 
multiply cropped area and expanded the growing of economic crops, creating con- 
ditions for all-around growth. This year all jurisdictions in the province 
generally enhanced technical training, used diverse methods, promoted a 

series of effective means of increasing yields, and further raised the level 
of scientific farming. Many years of capital construction of farmlands and 

the growth of both industries that support agriculture and commune and bri- 
gade industries constitute another important material foundation for this 
year's all-around bumper harvest in agriculture. In most areas the weather 
this year was also good, and this helped increase agricultural output.

in the Province; Grain Maintains Increases to Surpass All-Time High; and In- 
come from Sideline Occupations Increases 25 Percent Over Last Year"] 


[Text] The Dongtai County CCP Committee and County Government have diligently 
implemented a readjustment program and have persevered in acting in accordance 
with realities to arrange grain and cotton crop patterns in an equitable way. 
Acting in accordance with the desires of the masses, they have steadily 
perfected systems of responsibility linked to output, have kept close watch 
on economic benefits in putting production measures into effect, and have 
thereby won all-around bumper harvests in agriculture this year. Cinned 
cotton output totaled 950,000 dan for first place in the province. Grain out- 
put maintained increases to surpass all-time highs, and ircome from sideline 
occupations increased by 25 percent over last year, each brigade averaging 
11,590 yean, and per capita net income averaging 148 yuan, an increase of 56 
yuan over last year. 


Action in Accordance With Realities in Arranging Planting Plans 


Dongtai County is one of the major cotton growing counties of Jiangsu Province. 
As a result of the lopsided emphasis during the past several years on the 
growing of cotton with steady expansion of the cottonfield area and the 
squeezing out of autumn grain crops, expansion of the growing of wheat, 
barley, and naked barley, and contraction in the area planted to green manure, 
the enthusiasm of the masses was stifled to a certain degree. This plus 
serious natural disasters resulted in no increase in cotton yields, which 
meant definite hardships in the lives of the masses. Early this year the 
leadership cadres of this county individually went to commune and brigades to 
listen to the masses’ complaints, They diligently summarized the lessons of 
experience, and taking the county's natural conditions, and the standard of 
living and needs of the masses as their starting point, they equitably read- 
justed planting plans and crop patterns. The area alloted to cotton was cut 
back by 60,000 m, 39,090 mu of which was used to expand growing of autumn 








grain crops, and the other 30,000 m of which was used to develop silkworm 
mulberry and for the growing of non-staple crops such as soybeans and sesame. 
In this way they made the structure of agriculture more equitable, earned the 
appreciation of the masses, and created conditions for winning all-around 
bumper harvests in agriculture. Because of a reduction in the area planted 
to wheat, barley and naked barley, output this year was somewhat less than 
last; however, because of the increased growing of autumn grain crops, grain 
output for the year as a whole totaled more than 776 million jin, a five per- 
cent increase over last year's all-time high record. Output of both oil- 
bearing crops and non-staple crops greatly increased, and output of rape- 
seeds was double what it had been last year. Total output of soybeans in- 
creased by 37 percent over last year. 


Perfection of Systems of Responsibility in Accordance With Desires of the 
Masses 


Simultaneous with equitable readjustment of the grain and cotton crop patterns, 
the Dongtai County CCP Committee and government persevered in the adaptation 
of general methods to local situations, and in accordance with the desires 
of the masses, steadily perfected various forms of a system of responsibility 
linked to output, which aroused the eagerness for production of cadres and 
commune members. Last winter and this spring they summarized the experiences 
of Fudong Commune in linking production to teams, of Luhe Brigade in Xuhe 
Commune in Linking production to individual workers, and of Tainan Commune 

in contracting specialized production in three separate industries as 

systems of responsibility. They convened a four tier [county, commune, pro- 
duction brigade, and production team] cadres conference at which they gave 

a briefing on experiences, aroused individual communes and production bri- 
gades to relate these to their own actual experiences, and allowed the 

masses to engage in democratic discussion of which form of a system of respon- 
sibility for production they wanted to institute. Before the extremely busy 
season of spring plowing, more than 90 percent of all production teams in the 
county decided on a form of a system of responsibility related to production. 
Following the summer harvest, leading members of the county headed three 
investigation teams that went to the grassroots level to investigate and 
study, to indoctrinate grassroots cadres in making a point of handling matters 
in accordance with the wishes of the masses, and to enthusiastically solve 
new contradictions and new problems encountered in the practice of a system 

of responsibility for production. This was genuinely advantageous for the 
consolidation of the collective economy, and advantageous for development 

of production. 


Adaptation of General Methods to Local Situations in Implementation of Pro- 
duction Measures 


In the process of winning an all-around bumper harvest in agriculture this 
year, in implementing production measures Dongtai County paid heed to the 
adaptation of general methods to local situations and strove for economic 
results in an effort to increase output and increase earnings. In 1979, 
Touzao Commune in this county harvested a bumper grain and cotton crop, so 
last year it lopsidedly emphasized preservation of the honor it had already 
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won and engaged in production without calculating costs, spending more than l 
million yuan for the purchase outside of plan of a large quantity of commodity 
fertilizer. Each of the commune's brigades used an average of 16.5 tons of 
phosphate fertilizer alone. Net earnings for the collective and for commune 
members dropped sharply. The County CCP Committee helped this commune sun- 
marize the lessons and aroused all communes and brigades to relate this lesson 
to realities in their own units, to analyze and compare, and to formulate 
measures for increased output and increasing earnings, striving to achieve 
advantages in increased output from every production measure employed. 
Statistics show that this year quantity of fertilizer used in the province 
declined by more than 15,000 tons, expenses for pesticides showed a saving 

of 1.78 million yuan, and the proportion of agricultural costs dropped by 
13.6 percent. Touzao Commune's expenditures for chemical fertilizer and pesti- 
cides were about half what they were last year and output of ginned cotton 
increased fourfold over last year. Grain output also exceeded the all-time 
high, while agricultural costs declined from last year's 58 percent to 33 per- 
cent. Average per capita net income in the commune was 186 yuan, a 13 yuan 
net gain over last year.

STATE FARM, LAND RECLAMATION SYSTEM REPORTS 1981 SURPLUS

Surplus This Year; Reliance on Policies and Reliance on Science to Hasten 
Pace of Development During Readjustment" ] 


[Text] This year the provincial state farm and land reclamation system has 
had an all-around bumper harvest in agriculture, and industrial production 
has continued to grow. The battle targets set early inthe year have been 
overfulfilled. Grain output totaled 400.42 million jin, more than last year's 
bumper harvest. Ginned cotton totaled 310,000 dan, a 40 percent increase 
over last year. Gross output value of industry and agriculture increased by 
14 percent over last year. Net surplus for the entire system was 45 million 
yuan, a 30 percent increase over last year. The foregoing four indices ex- 
ceeded the all-time highs. The surpluses of the affiliated 32 agricultural 
and forest farms,and 14 industrial and transportation enterprises were also 
the highest ever. 


This year the provincial state farm and land reclamation system has continued 
implementation of a program of readjustment to make equitable readjustments 

in the internal structure of agriculture. While making sure of ability to ful- 
fill grain production plans, it expanded the planting of cotton and other 
economic crops by 60,000 m: and also devoted serious attention to farming, 
breeding, the textile industry, the construction industry, and agricultural 
byproduct processing industries. The number of diversified operations in- 
creased to somewhat more than 70 kinds, and output value of farm operated 
industries and diversified operations increased by more than 20 percent over 
last year, amounting to 60 percent of the total output value of the farms for 
a start toward changing the single natured economic structure of state farms. 
[In the readjustment of industry, 18 enterprises were closed, suspended, merged, 
or retooled for lack of sources of raw materials, no markets for goods, or 
excessive consumption of energy. In the case of 15 enterprises with numerous 
problems and business losses, reorganization for a limited period was under- 
taken, 38 items filling in gaps. By tapping potential, making innovations, 
and restructuring, using every possible mears to expand production capacity, 
t> make the most of advantages for light and textile industries, to devote 
attention to product quality, to low production costs, and to upgrade economic 
results, the speed of industrial development reached 19 percent, This year 
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the provincial farm and land reclamation actively operated integrated 
agricultural, industrial, and commercial enterprises devoting attention to 
development of a commodity economy, and continuing to keep a firm grip on the 
building of 14 commodity bases for livestock, aquatic products, and alcoholic 
beverages to enliven the state farm and land reclamation economy. This year's 
business profits increased 46 percent over last year's. 


This year, more than 98 percent of the provincial state farm and land reclama- 
tion system's farming forestry, livestock, and sideline occupation produc- 
tion companies and teams adapted general methods to local situations to 
implement various forms of a system of responsibility for production including 
linking rewards and penalties to output, calculating compensation on the 
basis of output, calculating workpoints for fixed quotas, calculating bonuses 
on the basis of workpoints, specialized contracting, and large-scale assign- 
ment of responsibilities. This effectively aroused the enthusiasm of enter- 
prises, staff and workers, thereby bringing about a thriving vitality in the 
farms. The Provincial State Farm and Land Reclamation Bureau instituted a 
system of sole financial responsibility in farms and industrial plants and 
improved economic accounting to win rather good economic results. Twelve of 
the 46 industrial and farming enterprises in the bureau became "millionaires" 
with rather high profit levels. The formerly notorious big losing farms of 
Huanghai, Huaihai, Linhai, and Wutuhe had a surplus this year amounting to 

9.5 million yuan. The Yancheng State Farm and Land Reclamation Bureau, 

which formerly regularly had losses of more than 10 million yuan, suddenly 
leaped to a surplus of 10 million yuan this year. 


During the past year, the provincial state farm and land reclamation system 
has energetically launched a movement for scientific farming, has established 
and perfected scientific farming organizations at various levels, has actively 
promoted technical methods for increasing yields, has conducted a general 

soil survey of the entire system's 1.13 million mu of cultivated land and 

its 200,000 mu of wasteland, has generally adopted superior varieties of 
wheat, barley, nake? barley, rice, cotton, beans and major economic crops, 

and has chemically controlled weeds and used aircraft to control insects over 
a 550,000 m area.

[Text | JIANGXI RIBAO today frontpages a letter to Comrade Bai Dongcai from 
Hu Yaobang regarding the policy that should be taken in developing tangerine 
production in southern Jiangxi. The letter reads in full as follows: 


Comrade Dongcai, in order to develop the production of tangerines in 
southern Jiangxi over the next 30-40 years in a down-to-earth manner, it 
seems to me that--instead of adopting a policy of giving priority to and 
considering collective growing as the foundation and individual growing 

as the supplement or of giving pricrity to individual growing while 
considering collective and state management as the supplement--we should 
vigorously support the policy of giving priority to individual growing 

and consider the production contracts signed by the collective as the 
supplement. In order to vigorously support individual growing, immediate 
steps should be taken to assign small plots of land, such as hillside 
fields and uncultivated land or land that is lying idle near the households 
of commune members, to the masses of commune members for growing tangerines. 
This must be done without any change for the next (730-40) years. Further- 
more, the commune members have the right to deal with questions concerning 
the management, income distribution and sale of the tangerines grown by 
themselves from their own land. With the exception that the land still 
belongs to the collective, there should be no additional restrictive condi- 
tions. In other words, we must consider tangerine growing as a sideline 
occupation of the households of commune members. With regard to the question 
of supplying seedlings and technical guidance by the state, a certain 
portion may be provided by the state gratuitously whereas the commune 
members themselves shall pay for the costs of the remaining portions. Only 
in this manner can concrete support be given to tangerine growing. Otherwise, 
it will be difficult to develop tangerine production. 


In addition, in order for the collective to sign production contracts 
comparatively large plots of hillside fields and uncultivated land must 
be assigned to and managed by one household or jointly by several households. 





The questions regarding the income distribution and the sale of tangerines 


after harvesting should be correctly handled by submitting bids and signing 
procurement contracts. 


It seems to me that only in this manner will it be possible for us to 
swiftly arouse the productive enthusiasm among the broad masses of the 
people. Furthermore, this policy is definitely not a threat to our 
socialist system. In view of the present conditions, it is my opinion 
that the policy of establishing state-run or collective-run tangerine 
farms is [words indistinct] and is also unacceptable. You should all 
discuss this matter thoroughly and openly. Time [must] not be wasted 


in dealing with this matter because time is money. In other words, a year 
of delay means a year of loss.

[Station commentary: "Attend to Grassland Development as a Matter of Major 
Importance" ] 


[Excerpt] Grassland development, being part of economic production, consti- 
tutes an important material foundation for developing livestock breeding. 
Protecting, developing and raising the productivity of grasslands are 
fundamental measures for ensuring steady development of livestock breeding. 
Our region has vast areas of grasslands--roughly 1.32 billion mu, one-third 
of the country's total. Over the past 30 years or more we have achieved 

some progress in grassland development. The region has developed man-made 
pastures totaling more than 29 million mu. Of this, 2.8 million mu are basic 
grazing lands, and 45 million square meters of the grazing lands are paddocked. 
Moreover, the region has built 6,900 motor-pumped wells and over 1,000 water 
works of all types in pastoral areas. These facilities have made some 
contributions to the region's livestock production. 


However, we did not have an adequate understanding of the frail ecosystem of 
grasslands and have failed to properly protect and rationally utilize 
grasslands. Moreover, we have long been under the erroneous leftist 
influence which put undue emphasis on grain production, violated the law of 
nature and economics, administered grasslands in a predatory way and 
inordinately deforested and exploited grassland resources. This ias 
disrupted the ecological balance of grasslands. 


According to an estimate prepared by a relevant department, grasslands are 
becoming sandy at a rate of 5 million mu yearly in the region. One-third 
of the region's grasslands have already deteriorated and been desertified. 
Grass yield has dropped by 40 to 60 percent. Livestock production has not 
been able to develop steadily because of serious disruption of grassland 
resources and a grass shortage. We must acquire a profound understanding 
of the importance and urgency of grassland development by drawing lessons 
from the punishment imposed on us by nature.

CIRCULAR ISSUED ON READJUSTING SUNFLOWER SEED PROCUREMENT 
SK241318 Hohhot Nei Monggol Regional Service in Mandarin 1100 GMT 23 Mar 82 


[Text] The regional people's government recently issued a circular on 
readjusting regulations for price increases for sunflower seed procurement. 


The circular states: The basic quotas for unified sunflower seed procurement 
in our region are very low. Moreover, no procurement quota is assigned to 
new sunflower areas. Since 1979, when the state increased oil-bearing seed 
procurement prices and the rate of price increase for procurement of above- 
quota oil-bearing seeds, sunflower seed production has rapidly developed and 
the procurement of seeds above quotas has increased each year. Because 
edible sunflower seeds produce little oil, the processing cost is high and a 
financial burden on the state. To vigorously lead peasants to pay equal 
attention to the interests of the state, the collective and the individual, 
promote production in line with social needs and avoid blind production under 
the guidance of the state plan, the regional people's government decided to 
readjust, effective this year, the sunflower seed production plans and the 
regulations for the price increase for their procurement. The readjustment 
is as follows: 


l. Land devoted to sunflower production should be kept stable. Total 
acreage in the region shouid not exceed 2.2 million mu. Efforts should be 
made to increase per-mu yields. 


2. Edible sunflower seed areas should be reduced while areas of oil-bearing 
sunflower seeds should be gradually expanded to such a degree that they 
occupy the majority of total acreage within 2 to 3 years. 


3. A portion of the edible sunflower seeds should be procured at a higher 
price. This means that 40 percent are procured at a fixed price and the 
remaining 60 percent are to be procured at a higher price. As for procurement 
of other otl-bearing seeds, the regulation of increasing prices only for 
i\bove-quota procurement remains unchanged. 


4. Policy of allocating food grain to commune members for the oil-bearing 
seeds they sell to the state and the policy of selling oil and fat to peasants 


in central parts of our region as an incentive for the minor oil-bearing 
seeds they sell to the state are hereby abolished.

PEASANTS’ PENSIONS--Shanghai, 11 Mar (XINHUA)--Pensions of 12 yuan to 20 
yuan are paid to more than 140,000 Shanghai pvasants by 1,400 production 
brigades, half of the number of brigades in suburban districts and counties, 
according to the municipal agricultural department. The pensions are paid 
each month and are enough to support a person in rural areas where costs are 
low, according to the department. Payments are made to males aged 65 and 
females aged 60 who have worked for a collective for more than 10 years. 
Brigade and team leaders who, in the early 1950's, joined work before 
establishment of local rural collectives will receive 1 yuan to 3 yuan extra 
each month. Pensions are paid by brigades and teams from the collectives’ 
public welfare funds and profits of brigade-rwn factories, the department 
said. At present China has no stipulations on the retirement of commune 
members. Elderly peasants traditionally live with their children. The new 
pension system makes possible the improvement of old peasants’ and their 
families’ living standards, the department said.

PROVINCE DISCOURAGES EXPANSION OF TOBACCO ACREAGE 
HK240923 Kunming Yunnan Provincial Service in Mandarin 1100 GMT 23 Mar 82 


[Excerpts] One of the problems in tobacco cultivation is that the acreage 
planted with tobacco reported by various prefectures to the provincial 
authorities greatly exceeds the provincial government's plan. Take the 
prefectures that are mainly engaged in producing tobacco for example. In 

Yuxi Prefecture, the provincial planned acreage is 180,000 mu, the prefectural 
plan is 200,000 mu, but the counties there reported a total acreage of 240,000 
mu. in Qujing Prefecture the provincial planned acreage is 480,000 mu, the 
prefectural plan is 500,000 mu, but the counties there have reported a total 
acreage of 589,000 mu. In Zhaotong Prefecture the provincial planned acreage 
is 200,000 mu, the prefectural plan is not less than 250,000 mu, and the 
communes there have reported a total acreage of over 300,000 mu. According 

to investigations, these reported figures do not include the acreage assigned 
to some individuals for fixed levies and the private plots on which tobacco 

is grown. This year the provincial plan is to grow 1.2 million mu of tobacco, 
but the actual acreage planted with tobacco throughout the province probably 
exceeds 1.5 million mu. 


Excessive expansion of the acreage planted with tobacco will inevitably result 
in reduction of the acreage sown with grain. 


it will akso give rise to three shortages: First, there will be a shortage 
of technical guidance. Second, there will be a shortage of fertilizer, fuel 
and primary processing equipment. Third, there will be a shortage of tobacco 
storerooms, secondary processing equipment and transportation. 


Moreover, there has been a sufficient supply of tobacco in both the markets 


at home and abroad. Therefore, we should improve the quality of the tobacco 
we produce instead of excessively expanding acreage planted with tobacco.

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INCREASE IN 1981 PROVINCIAL OUTPUT OF CANNED FOOD REPORTED 
Hangzhou ZHEJIANG RIBAO in Chinese 4 Jan 82 p 2 


[Article: "Our Province's Output of Canned Food Continues To Increase; 
in 1981 It Continued To Lead the Whole Nation" ] 


[Text] The output of our province's canned food again realized a relatively 
large .ncrease, after leading the whole nation continuously for 2 years. Up 
to the end of November, the whole province's 11 permanent canned food 
factories had already produced 67,280 tons of various canned foods. By the 
end of the year, this may reach over 70,000 tons, an increase of 10 percent 
over that produced in 1980, continuing to lead the nation. 


At present, our province's canneries produce over 60 kinds of canned foods, 
including fruits, vegetables, aquatic products, fowl and meat. The proportion 
of canned foods exported is large--over 85 percent of the total output. 
Canned foods are sold in over 100 nations and regions. In recent years, 

the international market has needed a lot of canned products. All canneries, 
besides producing small cans of food weighing less than 1,000 grams, have 
also added the specific ability to produce large cans of 3,000 to 5,000 

grams so that the products will suit market needs. At the same time, the 
same product is processed in a variety of ways; for example, canned mush- 
rooms. In the past, the canneries produced only canned whole mushrooms. Now, 
the canneries are canning sliced mushrooms and diced mushrooms, which have 
been welcomed by foreign firms. The 184-gram canned mushrooms produced by 
the Hangzhou Canned Food Factory are of good quality and are welcomed by the 
world-famous Green Giant Company of the United States. Last September, this 
plant reached agreement on compensatory trade with the Green Giant Company 
of the United States to specifically produce 20/-gram glass jars of mush- 
rooms for that American company. The total was 120 tons. This has earned a 
lot of foreign exchange for the state. Besides exporting and selling the 
canned foods produced by each fadtory in foreign markets, the factories also 
meet the people's domestic needs. Since last year, the factories have sold 
15,700 tons of canned foods domestically, an increase of 6/7 percent over 

the same period 2 years ago. 


To develop production and open up more resources, the 11 canned food fac- 
tories throughout the province have established raw material supply bases 

for fruits and vegetables such as mushrooms, water chestnuts, oranges, 
peaches, red bayberry, green soya beans anc asparagus. The bases cover an 
area of over 70,900 mu. These bases and the canned food factories operate 
under the leadership of the factories and communes, and production is a joint 
venture of industry and agriculture. This hus provided large amounts of 

raw materials to the canned foods industry.

PROVINCE TAKES MEASURES TO INCREASE HOG PRODUCTION

[Article: "Carry Out The Development of Hog Production as a Major Task; 
Province Issues Notice and Proposes Seven Measures Aired at the Present 
Situation" ] 


[Text] The provincial government recently issued a notice asking local 
governments at each level to carry out development of hog production as a 
major task and to take truly effective measures to rapidly change the current 
drop in hog production. 


The notice points out that developing hog production is a major task that 
affects the supply of meat in cities and villages, stabilizes the market 

and commodity prices, and consolidates stability and unity. It is also an 
important measure to promote industrial and agricultural production, support 
foreign trade and exports, and increase the income of the masses. To 

manage this well, we must carry out the following measures aimed at the new 
situation that has emerged from the implementation of the agricultural produc- 
tion responsibility system and economic development in farm villages at 
present: 


Ll. Stabilize the policy of raising hogs in communes and brigades. In making 
sound and perfecting the agricultural production responsibility system, we 
must implement and stabilize the various economic policies which have been 
effective for many years in encouraging commune members to raise hogs in 
communes and brigades. All brigades that have implemented contracts for 
raising hogs by professionals and that have implemented the responsibility 
system of linking‘ production and remuneration should continue to implement 
the original policies concerning feed grains and fertilizer grains. All 
brigades that have implemented contracts for production by families and job 
contracts for families can contract families to produce feed grains or allow 
families to plant feed plots and submit hogs for sale together under con- 
tract. Those families that do not complete the task of selling hogs must sub- 
mit feed grains according to regulations. The production team can uniformly 
withhold food grains in accordance with the task of assigned procurement of 
hogs, and store and manage food grains centrally. The food grains can be 
awarded to anyone who sells hogs to the stc“e. Special and key hog raising 
families must be actively developed, md they should be given support in 

feed, capital, material and techniques. 

















2. Increase the number of sows according to plan. Boars and sows are the 
foundation of propagating young hogs and developing hog productica. Each city 
and county should make plans to increase the number of boars and sows. The 
tasks should be delegated to each level and should be implemented by hog 
raising farms and hog raising families. For raising each sow or boar, 
whether by the collective or by the individual commune member, the production 
brigade or the production team can assign some 2 fen of feed plots from the 
original food plots or wasteland of the collective (presently available 
farmland for food grains cannot be assigned) to those raising hogs or provide 
an equivalent amount of feed grains to those raising hogs (if the family does 
not rai:e hogs, this amount should be recovered). The state should subsidize 
combined feed of 50 shi jin per sow and 100 shi jin per boar. 


3. Actively develop combined feed. The practice at each locality shows 
that feeding hogs with good quality combined feed can shorten the period of 
growth, increase the number of marketed hogs, conserve food grains and reduce 
cost. Therefore, while continuing to manage green and coarse feed well, we 
must develop combined feed in a big way. The food grains department must 
consider the development of feed processing as one of its own important 
tasks so that within 3 years, efforts are carried out in phases to change 
most of the feed provided by the state to combined feed. Foodstuffs compan- 
ies, state farms and commune and brigade enterprises must also actively 
develop processing of combined feed according to their own conditions and 
provide combined feed for communes, brigades and commune members to develop 
heg raising. 

4. Implement assigned procurement of hogs. To assure market supply and the 
needs of foreign trade and export, starting in 1982 the whole province must 
implement assigned proaurement of live hogs for 3 years without change. Each 
city and county should distribute the task of assigned procurement issued 
by the province to the production teams (including state agricultural and 
livestock farms) at each level according to the actual situation at the 
locality. Then the production teams should distribute the tasks to the 
families. Business units and production teams must sign contracts for 
assigned procurement of hogs, and both parties must carry out the contract. 
[he economic responsibility of the party that does not carry out the con- 
tract without good reason should be investigated. 


5. Increase the reward sale of chemicai fertilizers and other industrial 
products. After implementing assigned procurement of hogs, the price policy 
originally established by the state must not be changed. The criteria for 
reward sales should be adjusted as follows: Whether it is a collective or 
an individual, the s»bmission and sale to the state of each pig is rewarded 
50 shi jin of feed grains, ration tickets for 2 shi chi of cloth, 30 shi jin 
of chemical fertilizers, and 10 tickets for purchasing industrial products. 
Those awarded can use these coupons to purchase industrial products that are 
in great demand, stich 4s bicycles, sewing machines, knitting wool, wool 
fabric and cigarettes. 


6. Conscientiously procure, market and transfer hogs. Commercial depart- 
ments must establish additional procurement network outlets. At localities 





where procurement network outlets are not sufficient, the commercial depart- 
ments can commission the supply and marketing cooperatives to act as procure- 
ment agents so that procurement is not limited during the prosperous season 
and procurement is not stopped. All goods delivered for procurement during 
ordinary times can be procured on the spot anytime. Under the present 
shortage of sources of hogs, each locality should take the whole situation 
into consideration, obey transfer orders, and complete transferring and 
exporting tasks as priorities. They mst not withhold first and then trans- 
fer and keep more and transfer less. Market supply at the locality must be 
miformly planned and arranged, and marketing and sales must be carried 

out according to plan. 

Y Manage the market well. Hogs are second category commodities. They are 
uniformly procured by the state foodstuffs company and uniformly managed. 
Except for supply and marketing cooperatives and designated farm village 
procurement stations commissioned by the foodstuff company, no other unit or 
individual can procure hogs from communes, brigades and farmers for resale. 
Professional butchers should be reorganized, and certificates «hould be 
uniformly issued by the commercial departments. Butchers without permits 
are strictly prohibited from engaging in slaughtering activities. Communes 
and brigades and commune members should submit slaughtering tax according 

to regulations when marketing pork from slaughtering hogs remaining after 
completing the task of assigned procurement. 


Finally, the notice calls on the governments at each level to truly strength- 
en leadership, combine year-end distribution, help communes and brigades to 
implement the policy of raising hogs, and draw up plans for developing hog 
production in 1982. The cadres and the masses of commune members of communes 
and brigades must be educated in socialism and patriotism, and they should 

be mobilized to sell hogs to the state, help supply the cities, help indus- 
trial production, foreign trade and exports, and make more contributions 
toward building the four modernizations. The broad number of workers in the 
commerciai departments must be educated. Their spirits must be lifted. They 
should work hard, improve their attitude of service, reduce transfer links, 
ind improve economic benefits. All concerned departments must coordinate 
closely, provide mutual assistance, study ard solve the policies related 

to hog raising and the new problems that have emerged in production, supply 
and marketing so that production, procurement, marketing, transfer and 

market management of hogs can be accomplished well together.

FRESHWATER FISH CULTURE--In 1981, our province's freshwater fish culture 
again realized a bumper harvest. The total yield reached 1.45 million dan, 
an increase of 7.2 percent over 1980, the highest record reached in the past. 
Last year, the area of freshwater fish culture throughout the province in- 
creased 43,000 mu over the previous year. The Hangjiahu area, which is a 
concentrated freshwater fish producing area, continued to manage the buildup 
of a commercial fish base during the past year and realized outstanding 
achievements. Jiaxing Prefecture rebuilt old fish ponds and increased the 
per-mu yield by an average of 60 to 80 jin. The whole prefecture now has 

141 production teams with 4,300 mw of fish ponds producing a per-mu yield of 
over 1,000 jin. While managing well the buildup of the commercial fish 

, fish cultivation in mountain regions of the whole province and by the 
masses in farm villages has also undergone nw development. Mountain ponds 

of 125,000 mu in Jinhua Prefecture yielded 20,000 dan more than the year be- 
fore last. Kaihua County already has 23 communes and 9/7 brigades which have 
developed pits to cultivate fish in running water; they have built over 3,200 
pits which have produced 25,000 jin of fish. One-third of the production 
teams in Jiaxing city and Tongxiang County rebuilt small harbors along 

river banks into inner ponds covering over 4,000 mu for fish cultivation. 
Each production team built fish ponds of 3 to 5 mu. Each family now has an 
average of 20 to 30 jin of fresh fish to eat. In addition, each locality 
ilso separately established sound contracts for professional fish cultivation, 
and used many methods of production responsibility system in fishery to link 
production to the teams and to the laborer and contracted production to 
families, contracted jobs to families, implemented various new techniques of 
scientific fish cultivation and stimulated increased yields in fishery.

ABSTRACT: The extension of hybrid corm over large acreages has been an important 
and effective reform of agricultural technology in Enshi Prefecture in promoting 
grain production and in improving the lives of the masses. But, at present, the 
yield of seed preparation is low and the quality of the hybrid seeds is poor to 
affect, seriously, the heterosis utilization and the extension of hybrid corn cul- 
ture. For example, in 19060, the average yield of the 1000 mu of hybrid seedbeds 
of Wuxing Brigade was 300 jin/mu while that of the inbred line was 454 jin/mu.

The con- 
tract included teaching the technique of spraying, supplying the boron fertilizer 


by the technology team and accepting technical guidance and providing manpower and 
tools by the cotton growing units Effects of the boron fertilizer on the growth 

of the cotton plants, the increased weight of bolis, and the improved ginninr out- 
turn are described, The contract also specified that the production unit will pay the 
fertilizer cost of 0.5 yuan/mu and 10 percent of the yield increase if tne yield 
increase averages above 3 percent, but only half of the cost if the increase is 


less than 3 percent. The technology team has to pay a penalty if a yield reduction 


results.

ABSTRACT: There are 2 ways of drying out milk secretion of dairy cows when they 
are expecting calves: the sudden and the gradual. From Dec 1979 to Sep 1981, the 
authors observed the effects of the sudden technique on 285 cows and their calves. 
From 1976 to 1979, they also observed the effects of % different gradual techniques 
on 725 cows and their calves. Results of these observations indicate that the sud- 
den technique is much better. Its advan S are mainly: {1) There is an obvious 
reduction of the incidence of mastitis; (2) The quantity of milk lost during the 
milk drying period is less; (9) The weight of the newborn calf is higher; (4) The 
milk secretion may be stopped at a predetermined time, which is beneficial for the 
growth and development of the fetus as well as the quantity of milk production 
after the birth of the calf. The various techniques and the important precedures 
of examination, etc. before the sudden method is carried out are introduced. 
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
